Chairman Babcock Stands Mantully to His Guns, Despite 
_ Threats of Combination Made by Democrats. 


SECRETARY KERR HAS CONE OFF TO PENNSYLVANIA. 


Confirmatory Information from Every District in the Country Gives the 
Dominant Party a Majority of Thirteen—Any Subsequent Changes 
_ Will Be in the Direction of Increasing That Figure—The Fusionists of 
Minnesota Concede the Defeat of Towne—Mr. Cochran Claims the 
Votes of Camp Meade Soldiers Will Help Him Out—This Would Mean 
Two Votes Added to the Majority—Contests to Be Made in Kentucky,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—At a fate 
hour tonight, Chairman Babcock of 
the Republican Congress Committee 
said that the latest advices received 
by the committee made na change in 
the political complexion of the next 
House of Representatives. The Repub- 
licans, he said, would have 185 mem- 
bers certain, giving them a clear ma- 
jority, of 13. These figures were the 
same as those he gave to the Associ- 
ated Press early in the day. 

Secretary Kerr of the Democratic 
Congress Committee has gone to 
Pennsylvania, and no additional state- 
ment from him, therefore, could be ob- 
tained. 

CONFIRMATORY INFORMATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] . 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—‘‘We have 

received confirmatory information from

These 
come from the new concentrator at 
Aspen, in which zinc ores are treated, 
the tailings being dumped into the: 
river. Hundreds of people in the valley 
who used the river water for domestic 
purposes are ill and many cattle have 
died after drinking the water. Ranch- 
ers are taking steps to stop the pollu- 
tion of the stream.

ARREST CARNEGIE. 


Bt Will Be Done in Spite of His 
Millions.

Carnegie was served with a notice 
by Commissioner Gray November 1, to 
appear before him November 10 to 
testify as to his qualifications to act 
as a special juror. Carnegie did not 
present himself, and Corporation Coun- 
sel Whalen directed a motion to be 
made for his arrest. The warrant was 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Dunn, 
and will be executed as soon as pos- 
sible. 

CARNEGIE FIXES IT.

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) 11.—Car-- 
negie when told of the order of his 
arrest, said that the summons had been 
served on him on New York just as 
he was about to leave for Pittsburgh.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Before go- 
ing to the Cabinet meeting this morn- 
ing, Secretary of State Hay told The 
Times correspondent that he had heard 
nothing from Minister Merry regarding 
the new Nicaragua Canal concession. 

“Nothing has come,’ said Mr, Hay, 
“except a short telegraphic dispatch 
concerning the concession. F do not 
understand why Mr. Merry has not sent 
us additional information regarding the 
concession, but am expecting to hear 
from him by every mail.” 

Mr. Hay added that until Mr. Merry 
gives full particulars, no protest will 
be made by this governmet, and he is 
hoping no protest will be. necessary 
when the information does come. 

Mr. Correa, Charge d’Affaires of the ~ 
Greater Revublic of Central America, 
has informed the Department of State, 
by instructions from President Zelaya, 
that the option given Mr. Cragin and 
his associates was not intended in any 
way to interfere with the present sitva- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal, and that 
the Nicaraguan government will assist 
the United States in preserving the 
status quo until after Admiral Walker's 
commission has submitted a report and 
Congress has had an opportunity to act 
upon the Morgan bill, which was re- 
ported favorably from the Committee 
on Foreign Relations last summer and 
is now pendjmg in the Senate. 

Correa expressed the regret of Presi- 
dent Zélaya that the United States 
should have felt it necessary to con- 
sider ‘entering a remonstrance against 
the grant fo Cragim and feels assured 
that when the President sees the full 
‘text of the document which :s now on 
the way by mail, he will be satisfied 
with the sincerity and action of the 
Nicaraguan government.

EXTRA SESSION, 


REASONS ADVANCED WHY ONE 1s 
TO BE CALLED. 


Wall Street Said to Have Word That 


Legislation Toward Currency 
Reform is Desired—The Peace 
Treaty Also Cuts Some Figure 
in the Premises. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A dispatch from New York 
to the Times correspondent today an- 
nounced that Wall street had news 
that President McKinley had promised 
H. H. Hanna, chairman of the In- 
dianapolis Monetary Commission, that 
he would call an extra session of Con- 
gress March 4 next, and at that ses- 
sion a currency-reform bill would be 
considered. This news could not be 
confirmed directly from the White 
House, but indirectly it was confirmed 
and may be considered settled. 

The President contemplates calling 
an extra session immediately after 
March 4 All Republicans now in 
Washington have this understanding 
of the case, and many, of them believe 
that no strong attempt will be made 
to ratify a treaty of peace with Spain 
until the new Senate comes into power, 
President McKinley believes that the 
present Senate would refuse to ratify 
a peace treaty which might include the 
annexation of the Philippine Islands, 
If the peace commission concludes @ 
treaty, it will be presented at the next 
session of the Senate, but the Repub- 
lican leaders will not risk its defeat 
by’allowing a vote to be taken if there 
is not a clear majority for it. 

It appears to be the expectation of © 
public men here that the Democratie 
party will line up reasonably solid 
against territorial expansion at the 
coming session, and if this happens 
the treaty cannot possibly be ratified, 
for there will be a few Republican 
votes against it. If the Senate Demo-

HAVANA, Nov. -11.—{By West In- 
dian Cable.] Following the example 
of the Third Company, part of the First 
and Fourth companies of the Orden 
Publico (police) have demanded their 
pay, now several months overdue. ‘As 
a result of this attitude upon the part 
of the police, regular Spanish troops 
are now quartered in the streets. The 
city is quiet, but’ the mutineers per- 
sist in demanding their pay. 

As an extra precaution, in order to 
prevent a demonstration of the mounted 
division. Gen. Arolas stationed two 
field pieces in front of their barracks 
this morning. This afternoon the en- 
tire force accepted a peaceful solution 
of the difficulty and laid down their 
arms. The Orden Publico will be dis- 
armed and dissolved immediately.

CUBAN PRISONERS. 


En Route from Ceuta for Ha- 


vana-—-Badly Off.

_SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Nov. 
11.—The Spanish steamer Isle de Panay 
from Cadiz arrived here today with 292 
Cuban prisoners on board bound for 
Havana. The prisoners left the Af- 
rican penal settlement of Ceuta on Oc- 
tober 28, and left Cadiz on the 30th. 
They have served sentences of from 
two to three years’ imprisonment, and 
were given emigrant accommodations 
on the Isle de Panay. On board that 
vessel they were constantly under the 
guard of Spanish soldiers. 

The prisoners are very badly off in

There were few sick men among them.

IT’S MARIA. 


She Got Stuck on Cat Island 


and Can’t Come Off. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NASSAU (N, P.,) Nov. 11.—-Wreckers 
have brought stores from the stranded 
vessel off Cat Island, which establishes 
beyond a doubt that she is the Maria 
Teresa. As the vessel is looked upon 
as being a derelict the wreckers.claim 
the right to seize the stores which can 
be saved. They report that the water 
is up to her between decks, that she has 
a list to starboard, which side is dam- 
aged, and that she is dismantled. The 
vessel lies between two reefs, on a 
smooth bottom, and has her anchor 


out. 

The British admiralty authorities 
here are going to take possession of 
the Maria Teresa as a derelict. The 
American Consul has protested against 
this course, claiming everything less 
the salvage. 

The steamer Antilla is leaving here 
for Cat Island with customs officers 
and police on board. Opinions differ as 
to the chance of saving the cruiser. 
Although she has been aground since 
Thursday the Maria Teresa rests in an 
easy position and the weather is mode- 
rate. 

QUESTIONS OF TITLE, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. | 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The offi- 
cials at the Navy Department Were in- 
terested in the news from Nassau 
identifying clearly the steamship lying 
off Cat Island as the Maria Teresa. 
The legal status of the vessel has been 
considered a curiosity, and in the opin- 
ion of the department the title of the 
United States to her is unimpaired, 
notwithstanding that it was necessary 
to abandon her for a time. 

There may be some question involved 
as to the payment of salvage to the 
Bahama fishermen, but that depends 
in @ large measure on what they have 
done. If they have simply been loot- 
ing the vessel, then not only are they 
not entitled to salvage, but the goods 
stolen may be recovered. On the other 
hand, if it was the fishermen who an- 
chored the ship in smooth water, ana 
if they made any endeavor to bring 
her in, probably they would have a 
good claim for salvage. The vessel, 
however, is not subject to detention on 
this account, international law exempt- 
Ing national vessels from seizure on 
any shore in time of peace. In such 
ease the salvors might, after allowing 
the vessel to proceed, present their 
claim to the government of the United 
States through the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the British governmoen:

“The currency question is even more

Way in the east. our trade dollar was a 
failure, and was withdrawn. In Hong- 
kong, the English dollar sells at a dis- 
count upon the Mexican. There is but 
one bank of issue here, the Banco de 
Filipino. Owing to its advances to the 
Spanish government of some $1,700,000, 
it is in a shaky condition. Efforts in a 
mild way to bolster it up have to this 
time kevt it alive. “The two 
banks, the Hongkong and Shanghai 
and the Chartered Bank of India, j.us- 
tralia and China are very strong.

“The cedula or head tax, which has 
given an income of $16,000,000 a year, 
has been a mgst unpopular measure. 
It has varied from $3 per. hedd to 
$37.50. Complaint mainly comes from 
the lowest class. Many people of good

would be satisfactory and might be 
tried for a year. The higher classes 
did not seem toa find their rate onerous: 
Advocates of the ‘single tax’ might 
make a strong case in these islands. 
I think the main revenue of British 
government in India is derived from 
the land tax. It is worthy of reign 
here. 

“It was the Spanish practice to sell 
the right of importation of opium. The 
concessionaire was the captain of the 
Chinese, who paid about $550,000 for the 
privilege for three years. The compiler 
of the new regulations, without knowl- 
edge of this addition to the revenue, 
has placed the tax at 2 pesos for 100 
kilos, equaling about 220 pounds. This 
has been modified by the Governor-. 
General ta 6 pesos per pound. This 
change will lead to increased smug-— 
gling, at which the Chinese are most 
adroit. It will be difficult to preven 
this, even with the use of the great- 
est vigilance and expense. The offi- 
cials at Hongkong derive great reve- 
nue from ‘farming the privileges,’ as 
was the practice here. 

“Manila, of course, is a very small 
portion of the Philippine Islands, or 
even of the Luzon. Noone whohas not 
gone beyond the limits of the town 
can have any idea of the wealth and 
resources of the country. On Septem- 
ber 38 T went over the line of Manila 
Railway, 123 miles in length. running 


northward from Manila. Ti country 
three miles out from Man! >; oecu- 
pied by the insurgents for ' whole 
-distance. The line is in fair order, 


telegraphic communication destroyed in 
many places, probably requiring Pe 
month for their restoration. The line 
has opened and .developed @ country 
of most extraordinary fertility. Rice 
is the present product; much sugar, a 
small amount of indigo in the northern 
part of the line, possibilities of cotton, 
coffee and almost anything. The sta- 
tions are at short intervals, in accord- 
ance with orders from the Spanish gov- 
ernment, which subsidized the line. I 
have never seen a country of such 
splendid productive power. For the 
firs® hundred miles almost all of it is 
under cultivation. From there to the 
terminus, a different and prettier coun- 
try, with high palm trees of rare 
beauty, but not yet as much cultivated 
as that to the south. 

“With new extensions and lines con- 
templated on the island added pro- 
ductive power and wealth will be im- 
parted to the island. A week later I 
went up the Pasig River ta the La- 
guna, extraordinary fertility of soil 
being again the marked characteristic, 


‘and the possibility for the acquirément 


of large estates, if we control the coun- 
try. and if good titles can be assured. 
“The islands to the south, Panay, 
Cebu, Samar, Mindanoa and possibly 
the Sulu or Jolo archipelago, should be 
investigated as soon as our relations 
with the Spanish permit. I am ex- 
tremely anxious to make this journey 
under the auspices and at the invitation 
of English merchants thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the islands. If one-half 
they say of the richness of these be 
true, it would be a most valuable acqui- 
sition to the United States. 

‘T trust that I shall not be deemed 

intrusive in these remarks and sug- 
gestions. Being an army officer and at 
the same time collector of customs at 
Manila, my duty would seem to be to 
the Secretary of War and to the treas- 
ury, and I submit these remarks as 
directed to them, as well as to yourself. 
I desire no place here except upon the 
ship to return to America, but I am 
so thoroughly impressed with the 
wealth and beauty of the most peculiar 
conditions existing here, that I am most 
anxious for the success of our govern- 
ment in working out this experiment 
with the best fruition. 
“The inhabitants are unique; the na- 
tives clean and clever; the _Chinese 
more active and persevering: all H@asts 
of burden, accustomed to little in the 
way of pay or food or shelter. We pay 
a house servant who works most satis- 
factorily, $10 a month, equalling $4.70 
or our money. he furnishing his own 
food. The arrival of our army raised 
wages temporarily, tor the great dis- 
turbance of the merchants here, but 
things are about’ restored to their nor--: 
ma! basis, and should continue so un- 
ess some ill-considered change of the

“The ‘ ustomhouse receipts during our 
ency, twenty-four working days, 
amount to. $606,000.

MASSO’S LETTER. 


Writes of Government Changes 
and Probable Contingencies. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING KERORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—A letter 
from President ‘Masso of the Cuban 
provisional government to President 
McKinley, has just become accessible. 
It is dated at Santa Cruz del Sur, Sep- 
tember 23, and deals with the govern- 
mental problems which now confront 
the American and Cuban people in 
Cuba. President Masso says that with 
the evacuation of the island by the 
Spanish “will commenve. the arduous 
and difficult task of establishing. in 
Cuba a firm and stable government.” 

He says that the logic of events

Interesting American Colleges 


in Educating Cubans. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Novy. 11.—Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler is deeply interested in the 
education of Cuban young men. He 
believes that if young Cubans will 
come to this country and be tutored 
and then return home they will be of 
great use in developing Cuba and in- 
troducing a stable form of government. | 

Gen. Wheeler has commissioned Gil- 
bert K, Harroun, treasurer of Union 
College, to ask the American colleges 
if each of them would give free edu- 
cation to two or more Cubans if the. 
right sort of men could be found to 
secure a college course in this coun- 
try. Mr. Harroun has written to over 
three hundred college presidents in the 
United States asking them to co- 
Mth and advance Gen. Wheeler’s 
plan, 
Over one hundred replies are at hand 
and with one accord the colleges agree 
to take two or more young men who 
can pass the necessary examination, 
and who can be vouched for as to char- 
acter and make them_ beneficiaries to 
the extent of free tuition. In many 
cases the college agrees to aid the 
young men beyond free tuition. In 


y several instances the colleges, recog- 


nizing the difficulties under which the 
young men in Cuba have labored, ,have 
agreed to receive them without insist- 
ing upon their passing examinations.

MADRID, Nov. i1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The newspapers assert that the 
government of Spain is sending in- 
structions to its commissioners at Paris 
not to yield on the questiun of Spanish 
sovereignty over the Philipoine Islands, 
which is asserted to be entirely cutside 
of the protocol, wherefor the commis- 
sioners are not authorized to discuss it. 
It is further asserted that the Spanish 
government will declare that it has not 
been authorized by the Cortes tu nego- 
tiate the cession of the Philippine 
Islands. 

The Liberal advises the Spanish Peace 
Commissioners to leave Varis, after 
lodging a protest againt the demands 
of the Americans. 

The Spanish newpapers are angry at 
the Marquis of Salisbury, whose speech 
at the Guild Hall banquet, Wednesday 
night, they declare to have been merely 
a glorification of brute strength, and a 
denial of the rights of the weaker. 

THE NEXT SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

PARIS, Nov. 11.—It is now generally 
uderstood that the joint session of the 
Peace Commissions, which was ar- 
ranged for Saturday, will be postponed 
until Monday. 

At the joint session of ‘Vednesday 
last it was agreed that the session fixed 
for Saturday night be postponed until 
Monday, if the Spanish Commissioners 
found themselves unable to-prepare a 
reply for presentation Saturday, and it 
now , appears the Spaniards found it 
necessary to send to Madrid for certain 
records, which cannot reach Paris be- 
fore 10 o’clock Sunday morning, and 
therefore their proper embodiment irto 
the Spanish memorandum cAnnot be 
accomplished before Monday. 

The next answer from the Spanish 
commissioners will deal with the rights 
of either to discuss the question of 
Spanish sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines and with the American tontention 
that the rentention of public moneys 
and customs collections at Manila is 
justified by the fact of the military 
eccupation cf the place by the Amori- 
can forces. and warranted by the proto- 
col, even if fxulty, as claimel by Spain, 
berause such action commenced after 
the susnension of hostilities. 

There is no truth in the statement 
printed here this morning that the 
Spaniards have decided to refuse en- 
tirely at the next session to discuss the 
cession of the Philippines. 

Judge Day, president of the American 
Commission, is suffering from a cold, 
and had a slight chill last night. There- 
fore, by his physician’s advice, he is 
resting quietiy today. The Judge’s in- 
disposition if in the nature of an at- 
tack of the grip, from which all the 
commissioners have suffered more or 
less, but he expects to be able to at- 
tend to business tomorrow. 


WHAT SPAIN WILL GET. 


Probably a Million for Con- 


tracted Improvements. 

{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
instead of paying Spain $40,000,000 as 
an indemnity for the cession of the 
Philippines to the United States, Pres- 
ident McKinlev intends to reimburse 
her only for the debt of about $1,000,000 
-eontracted for public improvements. 
President McKinley and his Cabinet 
|have carefully note@ that the senti- 
ment expressed throughout the coun- 
try by the elections has been in oppo- 
sition to the suggestion to indemnity 
to Spain to the extent proposed. It 1s 
not believed in official circles here that 
Spain will withdraw her commissioners 
from Paris. She has no desire to lose 
the Canary Islands, and she is appre- 
hensive that in case of a resumption of 
hostilities the American government 
would seize and perhaps hold them. 

A high administration official says 
that in case of withdrawal of the Span- 
ish commissioners the United States 
would complete the military occupation 
of the Philippines, and would take such 
other steps as it might deem advisable 
for the protection of this country’s 
rights in the Far East. From Mr. Day 
the officials have learned that the 
American commissioners yesterday pre- 
sented their reply to the Spanish re- 
fusal to surrender the islands, and it is 
believed now the administration has 


been so thoroughly indorsed by the 
country the Spaniards will see the 


hopelessness of their position, and will 
accede to the demands of this govern- 
“ment. 


TRADE WITH SPAIN. 


Consular Agent Mertens Writes from 
Genoa on the Subject. 
EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Novy. 11.—An encour- 
aging sign for the future, so far as 
prospects of continued peace are con- 
cerned, is the report to the State De- 
partment from United States consular 
Agent Mertens at Genoa, on trade con- 
ditions in Kastern Spain. He says that 
commercial affairs are in a more prom- 
ising condition, business activity is no- 
ticeable, and confidence seems to be re- 
stored. <A signal fact noted by the 
consular agent is the abolition by the 
Spanish government of war tax of 2% 
per cent. on exports. The ‘effect of the 
tax was only to hamper trade, without 
special benefit to the treasury. 

The returns of exports for Septem- 
ber indicated this greater activity, and 
as the export tax is collected on these 
goods, hopes for improvement in the 
shipping trade during the coming sea- 
son are well founded. Heavy shipments 
of Spanish onions are reported, includ- 
ing 46,000 crates, and as these are 
packed entirely for the American mar- 
ket, Mr. Mertens says it is a pity that 
they could not be shipped direct, as 
the transshipments by England must 
have increased the cost of this veg- 
étable. He gees a large opening for 
American exports in Spain again, par- 
ticularly tobacco, petroleum and staves,

AMERICAN EXPORTS. 


What the Figures for Nine Months to 
September Show. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The de- 
tails of the reduction of $113,000,000 in 
our imports and of the increase of 
$123,000,000 in our exports in the nine 
months ending September 30, 1898, are 
shown by the monthly summary of 
commerce and finance just issued by 
the Treasury Department of Statistics. 

To Europe we increased our sales 
from $568,805,159 to $666,986,539, while 
our purchases were cut down from 
$332,394,984 to $240,863,714. 

To North-American our sales in- 
creased from $94,862,860 to $108,931,837, 
while our purchases fell from $84,511,- 
466 to $76,048,519. 

To South America our exports. in- 
creased from $24,871,545 to $25,323,942, 
while our imports from that part of the 
world fell from $78,656,642 ta $63,513,873. 

To Asia and Oceanica our exports in- 
creased from $45,784,340 to $54,495,383; 
our imports also increased from $85,- 
004,867 to $88,259,960, this being mostly 
due ta an increase in imports of raw 
silks for use in the factories of the 
United States. 

To Africa our sales increased from 
$11,934,238 to $13,555,075, while for im- 
ports, decreasing from $8,186,980 to 
$6,674,827.

ANOTHER PEACE CRISIS. 


AMERICANS DEMAND PHILIPPINES 
WITHOUT MONEY PAYMENT. 


Will Not Assume Any of the Finan- 
cial Obligations Incurred by 
Spain—Senator Gray is Mortified 
and Feels Like Resigning. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The news this morning 
concerning the peace negotiations 
situation is Indicative of a critical con- 
dition. It is stated in London on au- 
thority said to be “absolutely ‘unim- 
peachable,”’ that the United States has 
demanded the whole Philippine archi- 
pelago without assuming any debt 
whatever. This shows all previous re- 
ports to be incorrect, and may surprise 
those wha have been ‘reading the Paris 
and Washington dispatches. The 
statement is said to -absolutely cor- 
rect that the American commissioners 
have declined te undertake any finan- 
cial burden in return for the possession 
of the islands. Unless some change 
occurs in the terms advanced by 
America, Spain will refuse ta sign the 
treaty, but will allow the United States 
to seize the archipelago by force, and 
will then lay before the great powers 
the statement of her powerlessness to 
resist the ruthless action of the Ameri- 
cans. 

It is said Senator Gray has protested 
against this attitude of his colleagues 
on the commission. It is said he re- 
gards this last step in the negotiations 
with mortification, and would resign 
from the commission in consequence 
were it not for his reluctance to cause 
a split in the presence of the enemy; 
also he will denounce the whole pro- 
ceedings when he resumes his seat in 
the Senate and can speak openly, un- 
less the administration adopts a milder 
attitude toward Spain. 

Meanwhile, according to Paris spe- 
cials, Spain is making a final effort to 
secure at least the friendly interposi- 
tion of European powers, and her ap- 
peai has not been altogether in vain. 
France has replied that it would be 
unbecoming for her to exercise her 
slightest influence on one side or the 
other. The reply of Russia is not 
known. The current version in the dip- 
lomatic world is that it-was a friendly, 
but empty response. - 3 

“LITTLE BILLEE.” 

It is in Berlin that Spain has gained 
some encouragement. The Spanish com- 
mission will now seek a pretext to delay 
negotiations until opportunity offers to 
consult Emperor William, There is an 
emphatic assurance i the highest 
Spanish authority that Spain will never 
concede the American demands for the 
Philippines.

PUEBLO (Coio.,) Nov. 11.—Today’s 
issue of the Chieftain contains a 
lengthy protest against Being required 
to remain longer in the service of Ma- 
nila, signed by a number of volunteers. 
The protest says that since landing on 
Luzon the men have not eaten a decent 
meal unless they paid for it out of their 
own cash, and that on August 13, at 
the battle of Manila, the men charged 
upon the Spanish trenches when they 
were so weak from constant hunger 
that they could hardly carry their am- 
munition, and declares that had the 
Spanish forces remained in their 
trenches they would have had little 
trouble is dispatching the attacking 
force. so utterly exhausted were the 
men from continuous duty and weak- 
ened from hunger. The protest con- 
tinues: 

“As true Americans, we, on May 5 
last, enlisted in the cause of humanity. 
We were soon convinced of one fact, | 
viz...that we did not have to go to 
Cuba to find hungry men. In the 
cause of humanity we offered our serv- 
ices. and not for the special aggran- 
dizement of any one, two or three men. 
Over 1000 Colorado boys are anxiously 
awaiting developments.” 

“The sickness and death rate is in- 
creasing at an alarming rate,’ was 
read by the adjutant at dress parade 
a few nights since, and many will 
never know the final decision and re- 
sults. 


MILES HONORED. 


Great Banquet Given Him at 
New York, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The compli- 
mentary banquet given to Maj.-Gen. 
Miles, commanding the United States 
army, at the Waldorf-Astoria, tonight, 
in point of numbers, extensive prepara- 
tions and brilliancy, rivalled the great 
banquet given last year in honor of 
President McKinley by the merchants 
and manufacturers of the country. The 
leading persons, military, naval and 
business men, were represented, 700 
being present. All the second floor of 
the Astoria portion of the hotel was 
utilized for the dinner. The grand ban- 
quet hall was too small, and small 
tables were placed in the adjoining 
rooms, 

Just—after oysters were served. a 
commotion was heard on the north side 
of the banquet hall. Soon after cheers 
were heard as Governor-elect Roosevelt 
appeared opposite the ° guests’ table. 
There was much cheering, every one 
rising to his feet, the ladies in the 
boxes growing enthusiastic and waving 
their handkerchiefs at the colonel. He 
Was escorted to a place made vacant 
by the illness of Gen. Shafter. who sent 
regrets at the last moment. Col. Roose- 
velt shook hands with Gen. Miles, and 
was the occasion for more cheering. 

Among those who sat at the guest 
table, presided over by Joseph H. 
(Choate, were Mai.-Gen. Nelson A. 
Mites, at his right; Rear-Acmiral Henry 
Erben at his left, Gov. Roger A. Wol- 
cott of Massachusetts, Governor-elect 
Roosevelt, Hon. Asa Bushnell, Gov- 
ernor of Ohio; Maj.-Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, Hon. Benjamin F. ‘Tracey, ex- 
Gov. Levi P. Morton, Capt. Arthur 
Paget, R.N.; Hon. Daniel Hastings, 
Governor of Pennsylvania; Maj.-Gen., 
O. O. Howard, Hon. Seth Low, Hon. 
Roswell _P. Flower, Chauncey M. De 
pew, Hon. William J. Sewall and Hon. 
IJoyd Lowndes, Governor of Marvland. 
A place was reserved for Rear-Admiral 
W. S. Schley, who had gone to Wash- 
ington. 

After a brief speech by Mr. Choate, 
in which he warmly eulogized the guest 
of the evening, Gen. Miles was given 
an Ovation. He smilingly bowed his 
acknowledgements of the excited ap- 
pblause. After acknowledging his ap- 
preciation of the magnificent reception, 
though refusing to appropriate to him- 
self what he considered an expression 
xf gratitude to the army he com- 

anded. Gen. Miles said: 

“The wars of the past have had their 
objects, their achievements and 
glorious results. This last was in the 
interest of humanity and in behulf of 
a heroic people who, for many years, 
have been struggling against cruel 
atrocities, oppression and the despotism 
of a cruel monarcity. It has been 
most remarkable in many respects. It 
has presented one series of victories 
without a single disaster or a single 
defeat. The flag of the United States 
has not been lowered in a stngle_ in- 
stance. Not a foot of ground has been 
surrendered: not a soldier, gun or rifle 
has been captured by the enemy. The 
American soldigrs and sailors have 
been true to the principles and tradi- 
tions of their fathers and maintained 
the honor and glory of the American 
arms. 

“One great blessing to the country in 
this brief. but decisive war, has been 
to firmly unite in bonds of imperishable 
union, all sections of the United States 
— North, South, East and West. Still 
more, it has given us reason and op- 
portunity to appreciate our obligation 
to the mother country for the dignified 
and powerful influence of the British 
empire in the maintenance of our prin- 
ciples and rights. 

“There are other fields to conquer, 
The past has gone, and the future opens 
the doors to greater responsibilities, 
and I trust to greater progress and 
prosperity. We are ascending to a 
clear atmosphere, up to a higher mesa, 
where we should take a stronger posi- 
tion than ever before occupied by our 
government and people. We cannot 
longer confine ourselves to the narrow 
limits that governed us in the past. 
Much has been said of what has been 
the ruling policy of the people. 

“This much, I think, is apparent to 
all: That the grave responsibilities of 
the nation are too great to be contam- 
inated by personal, partisan or -sec- 
tional interests. Our interests are na- 
tional in the highest degree. They em- 
brace two hemispheres. They involve 
the welfare of a hundred millions of 
the human race. We are getting to 
that time when we will require not only 
the ablest men, put many ef them in 
every department to protect and ad- 
minister the affairs of the nation.”

PAY DEPARTMENT. 


It Played an Important Part in 
the War. i 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


~-WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—In an un-_ 


ostentatious way the pay department 
of the navy played a most important 
part in'the war, as appears from the 
annual report of: Paymaster-General 
Edwin Sewart. Aside from the mere 
disbursements of funds in wages and 
salaries, the pay department is charged 
with the procurement of all supplies 
for tHe navy. 

The paymaster-general says that the 
outbreak of hostilities found the sup- 
ply department of the navy organized 
under a system that for more than 
eight years had been in process of 
thoughtful and painstaking develop- 
ment. Later the strain of the war was 
met easily. During the period of active 
operations 193 vessels were furnished 
and kept supplied with all necessary 
stores. A base of supplies was estab- 
lished at Key West early in March, 
and stores for 8000 men for three 
months were°’kept on hand. Supplies 
for 4000 men at Mare Island; for 4000 
at Norfolk, and for 9000 at New York 
were also accumulated. 

Before the outbreak of war early in 
April Admiral Dewey was directed to 
buy the collier Nanshan and the supply 
ship Zafiro, the latter loaded with pro- 
visions, so that when the war broke 
out the Asiatic squadron was in posses- 
sion of five: months’ supplies. Early in 
May, the Peking was dispatched from 
San Francisco with three months addi- 
tional supplies. A week after her pur- 
chase on May 7 the refrigerating 
steamer Supply sailed for Cuba, loaded 
with fresh meat, fruit, ice, and other 
supplies. The Celtic and Glacier were 


also purchased, and speedily sailed to. 


the fieet with fresh meat and vegeta- 
bles. Dewey’s fleet was not forgotten, 
for a refrigerator steamer was started 
in June to join him with _ 1,250,000 
pounds of fresh food. 

In the matter of supplying clothing, 
too, the bureau did some_ excellent 
work, being obliged to supply over one 
million garments to meet the needs of 
the naval militia, and the revenue and 
lighthouse services, which had been 
transferred to the navy. Notwith- 
standing the haste, the supplies secured 
were the best of their kind, while the 
prices paid were in most cases no 
higher and in many cases lower than 
before the commencement of hostili- 
ties. During the past fiscal year the 
total expenditures for additions to the 
navy were $22,182,326, of which amount 
$7,041,052 was paid on account of con- 
struction of new ships. Repairs for 
ships to cost $3,923,893, and the maint 
nance of ships in commission, including 
salaries and rations, cost $11,063,393. 

The paymaster-general makes quite 
an argument to demonstrate that the 
promptness and economy with which 
supplies were secured in the rush inci- 
dent to the war were largely due to the 
naval-supply fund, which enabled the 
bureau to carry a large line of articles 
in stock, 

Of the navy yards he said all the 
available space in the principal yards 
is now overcrowded, and unless addi- 
tional storehouses are provided the sup- 
ply demand will be greatly hampered. 
To meet immediate requirements he 
recommends that the pay corps be in- 
creased at once by ten passed assistant 
paymasters and (fifteen assistants, 
while with this it will be necessary in 
the future to add forty-nine to the 
corps. 


SPANISH CABINET. 


Sagasta Reads American 
for Willie. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
MADRID, Nov. 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Queen Regent presided at 
the Cabinet council held today. Pre- 
mier Sagasta read a letter from Sefior 
Rios, president of the Spanish Peace 
Commission, announcing that the 
American commissioners had refused 
to recognize the Cuban debt, and had 
exacted the Philippine Islands. The 
Cabinet council will meet again this 
evening and decide upon a reply. 
Admiral Camara’ squadron has been 
ordered to Cadiz with full speed in 
view of the approaching visit of Em- 
peror William of Germany to that 
port. The Spanish steamer Miguel 


Galtard, which left Nuevitas, Cuba, 
about October 4, has arrived at Bar- 
celona with Spanish troops on board. 
During the voyage twenty-three men 
died, and on arriving here 100 men were 
seriously ill, suffering from exhaustion 
due to lack of food. 

According to a dispatch to the Asso- 
ciated Press from Baalbek, Syria, last 
nighi, the Emperor and Empress of 
Germany will start for Beyrout this 
morning, where they will embark for 
Trieste, Austria. It is reasonable to 
suppose that if the Emperor goes to 
Trieste, which is at the head of the 
Adriatic Sea, he will land there and 
travel by rail to Berlin, instead of go- 
ing home by sea, and incidentally 


touch at Cadiz, and possibly visit Ma- 
drid. 


RED CROSS FUNDS. 


Col. Berry Will Be Made to 
Pungle Up. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—[Exclu- 
Sive Dispatch.) Col. Berry, command- 
ing the Seventh California Regiment, 
is still silent in regard to the emer- 
gency fund placed in his hands by the 
Red Cross for usé in Manila, which he 
failed to return when he left for the 
South with his men, who will be mus- 
tered out within the next few weeks. 
It is not true, as reported, that the 
San Fransicco society is not going to 
move in the matter. On the contrary, 
the executive officers at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow will have a conference with 
the military authorities and take coun- 


sel as to what steps may be advisable. { 


It is also true that Col. Berry will 
not have an opportunity to ignore the 
San Francisco ladies, as he intimated 
in his letter, by giving it to the Los 
Angeles society, for Mrs. Harrington 
received a telegram this evening from 
Mrs. Griffiths stating that the South- 
ern California society would not accept 
the money if tendered. The San Fran- 
cisco Executive Committee considered 
the matter at today’s meeting, and the 
concensus of opinion was that every 
effort should be made’to secure the 
money, or at least that part of it 
which has not been expended, and fur- 
ther, that as custodians of money sub- 
scribed by the generous public, they 
would have to insist on vouchers from 
Col. Berry. 

It is understood that some money 
was spent in this city for men who had 
been ill, and for whom provision was 
made in town during their convales- 
cence. If this be true, or if the money. 
was spent in any way for the comfort 
and well-being of the men, the San 
Francisco society. will be entirely sat- 
isfied, and: simply call for an itemized 
statement. 

RAILROAD SUIT. 
Legality of Voting Trust Device to 
Be Tested, 
P, EARLY MORNING REPORT;} 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The Triburfe 
says E. Ellery Anderson has been re- 
tained by certain stockholders of the 
Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf Rail- 
road Company: to bring suit against 
the Reorganization Committee of that 
road, either collectively or as individ- 
ual members. Interesting points are 
likely to be brought up in this suit. 
The device of a voting trust in railway 
organizations has been a feature of 
many such reorganizations, but in the. 
suit which Mr. Anderson is preparing 
to institute, the legality of such voting 
trust will for the first time be tested. 

The Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf 
was originally leased by the Union Pa- 
cific. The Union Pacific has controlled 
the Colorado Central. At the time of 
the failure of the Union Pacific, J. P. 
Morgan & Co., held about $4,000,000 of 
Colorado Central bonds, in one of the 
Union Pacific collateral trusts, and 
$6.500,000 Union Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf bonds: belonging to the Union Pa- 
cific Railway Company in another. 

In settling up the affairs of the Union 
Pacific Railway Company they were 
desirous of separating from the main 
system, all the branch and leased lines 
and realizing on all the _ securities.. 
Hallgarten & Co. formed a syndicate 
which purchased from J. P. Morgan & 
Co. the whole $5,200,000 of the Colorado 
Central, and Union Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf bonds held by that firm. After 
this purchase they organized the Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf Reorganiza- 
tion Company, which included most of 
the men who had been in the other, and 
turned the bonds into a centrahariist 
company, which was designated as a 
depository. 

Under the reorganization plan, certifi- 
cates were issued against these bonds; 
some of the stockholders are not satis- 
fied with this arrangement, and will 
appear in the courts. 


AMERICAN TOBACCO COMPANY. 


Will Hold an Important Meeting 
Early in December. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The American 
Tobacco Company, of which James B. 
Duke is president, will, at Newark, N. 
J., December 8 meet to ratify or reject 
the proposition to turn over to the 
Continental Tobacco Company, yet to. 
be incorporated in New York with a 
capital of $75,000,000, all the plug to- 
bacco interests and plant of the Ameri- 
can, which retains its interest in cigar- 
ettes and smoking tobacco. At this 
meeting action will be taken as to 
amending the bylaws and to provide 
that no directors or offiers of the 
American shall, when in office, engage 
directly or indirectly in anything sim- 
ilar to that with which the American 
is engaged, or in the manufacture or 
sale of any supplies for or connected 
therewith, without the consent of two- 
thirds of the directors of the American. 
The penalty. suggested in the event of 
a decision that the rule has been vio- 
lated is vacating of office, a fine of $20 
and prosecution for damages. 


THAT METORIC SHOWER. 


Due Last November, but Expected 
This—Astronomers on the Watch. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Prof. J. K. 
Rees of Columbia University will be- 
gin the first clear night to watch for 
the shower of meteors expected to fall 
between now and November 27. Prepa- 
rations have also been made at Yale, 
Princeton, Harvard and other colleges 
and universities to observe the shower. 
Dr. Elkin, director of Yale observatory, 
had a meteorograph constructed in 1896, 
and hopes to use this in registering the 
m@teors now approaching the earth. 
This show was expected last Novem- 
ber. According to astronomical calcu- 
lations it is due this month, but as 
other figures and calculations have so 
recently proved unreliable, Dr. Rees 
said that the shower might not come 
before next November. When the 
meteors do put in an appearance they 
will be seen in the eastern'and south- 
eastern heavens not earlier than 11 in 
the evening. 


A Missouri Bank Burglarized.

Jimmy 
Colville of Boston, whoa was referee, 
looked at the impulsive youngster. in 
amazement, and then spoke to the 
timekeeper, who said ‘“‘Two forty only,” 
and then Colville waved his hands, 
so as to tell evervone that the bout 
was over.

WILMINGTON (N. C.,) Nov. 11.--The 
Number of necroes known to have been 
Killed in the ficht Thursday is six,

Four 
of the negroes are mortally wounded. 


They are in the city hospital. 

The negroes who were killed are at 
an undertaking establishment, and the 
bodies were viewed today by large 
crowds of people.

‘LAW AND ORDER. 
|ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—A special 
to the Evening Star from Wilmington, 
N. C., describes the situation there to- 

day as follows: 

“This disturbed and bong-perturbed 
community seems at least to be enter- 
ing upom an era of peace and order. 
The complete change in’ the municipal 
government was affected last night 
with some suddenness, but great una- 
nimity has placed men in control of 
local affairs representing the best ele- 
ments of the city. The firm hand of the 
law, which is being laid upon the town, 
is holding in restraint all classes*which 
might threaten disorder. The first act 
of the new government was ta swear 
in 250 policemen. Cool-headed men 
were selected for these posts and were 
instructed to prevent any attempts to. 
terrorize the negroes, as well as to 
frustrate acts of lawlessness by the 
latter. 

“Good gavernment was put to a test 
yesterday, and the new officials were 
called upon almost before they had 
taken their seats to make good their 
promises to preserve order. A big 
lynching party was planned for the 
night, and it took all that the Mayor 
and his assistants could do to prevent 
it. 

“The negroes were in jaib who had 
been arrested during the excitement 
of the day, and some persons of the 
town thought they should be summarily 


dispitched. One was a prominent 
iter, Thomas Miller, who was 


charged with declaring that he would 
wash his hands in a white man’s blood 
before night. 
“Mayor Waddell and his associates 
put a veto upon-the proposed lynch- 
ing. They said that good government 
was to prevail in Wilmington from 
this time, and would commence im- 
mediately. The would-be’ lynchers 
were so insistent that the Mayor called 
out a guard and kept the jail sur- 
rounded all night. This morning the 
six negroes were taken out and es- 
corted to the north-bound train by @ 
detachment of militia, to be banished 
from the city. This is but the begin- 
ning of a general movement to rid the 
town of .the turbulent negro leaders. 
It is mot proposed ta use violence, but 
to send them away with instructions 
not to return. 

“Several white men in the commu- 
nity, who have become obnoxious from 
their leadership in and association 
with negro politics, are also to be de- 
ported. Notice was served wpon three 


twelve hours. They are ex-Chief of 
Police Melton, Charles Gilbert and R. 
H. Hunting. On Market street “two 
pictures are displayed from the branch 
of a tree.

HARVARD'S WAR WINDOW 


LATEST ADDITIO TO THE TRANSEPT 
| MEMORIAL HALL. 


One of the latest and most attractive 
additions to the long list of objects of 
interest at, Harvard is the new north 
window in the transent of Memorial 
Hall. It. was unveiled on last com- 
mencement day, and since then it has 
been the subject of much absorbed é¢x- 
amination and admiring comment by 
numbers of summer visitors. Its color 
scheme, however, like that of the 
French Discoverer’s window in Memo- 
rial Hall when it was first put in posi- 
tion, has not been found entirely satis- 
factory. The richness and deep warmth 


dow is not fully supported by the paler 
and more neutral tints in the lower 
part, and it is understood that the col- 
ors of some of the lower panels will be 
changed. Another inscription is* also 
to replace the temporary one on the 
panel next to that containing the figure 
of the scholar, and some other minor 
alterations will be made. The scaffold- 
ing for this work has already been 
erected on the outer and inner sides of 
the lower part/of the window, and the 
changes will be made as rapidly as the 
new glass can be prepared and put in. 
The window was presented to the uni- 
versity by Martin Brimmer of Boston, 
who graduated in 1849 and was.a fellow 
of the college from 1877 to 1896. The 
design’ is by Mrs. Sarah W .Whitman 
o fthis city. The sections of the win- 
dow consist of firve large panels below 
and the rose divisions above, with four 
quartrefoils between. As the window is 
given.in memory of the Harvard men 
who fell in the civil war, the object has 
been to indicate in the design the feel- 
ings which inspired them, Love of the 
university is symbolized in the panel 
on the right, facing the window, by the 
figure of a scholar, elad in a crimson 
tunic, with drab-colored cloak over his 
shoulders, while love of country is in- 
dicated in the left-hand panel by the 
figure of a mail-clad soldier. (Tr the 
quartrefoils above are four cherubs, 
typifying four of the heroic virtues— 
mor in a crimson robe, Honor in a 
purple one, Virtue in a green one and 
Patientia in a blue one. Still higher . 
are two angelic figures, one in a purple 
tunic with a green mantle and the other 
in a green tunic with a purple mantle 
holding scrolls on which is inscribed. in 
Latin, the passage from Psalms, “Not 
unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto 
Thy name give glory.” Crowning all 
the Rose shines out in a glow of ruby, 
emerald and royal purple, symbolizing 
the ascription of glory to God. Round 
the heart of the Rose is a choir of an- 
gels playing on harps and other mu- 
sical instruments. 
In the center one of the three middle 
panels of the lower part of the window 
between the scholar and the soldier, is 
an inscription, ofiginally written in 
English by President Eliot, and trans- 
lated into Latin by two of the members 


of the classical department. It runs 
as follows: 

Salve Qvisqyis ades 

Eorvm adspicis namina Harvardian- 


orvm 
Qvi fervidi advlescentes sev pleniore 
viri consilia 
Va integra maneret Respvblica 
Opptiverunt mertem.

. This inscription has been translated 
as follows: “Greeting, whoever thou 
art; thou beholdest the names of tha 
students of Harvard, who in fervid 
vouth or in the fuller experience of 
manhood sacrificed, their’ lives that the 
republic might be preserved. Live 
your life according to the principles 
that they upheld in death to make 
men freer, happier and more united.” 
Above this inscription is the shield of 
the college, with its three open books, 
with “Veritas’’ inscribed on them; 
while below it is the inscription, ‘‘Mar- 
tinos Brimmer, alvymnvs, socivs, donvm 
dedit;” in English, “Martin Brimmer, 
alumnus, fellow, gave this gift,” to- 
gether with the dates of his berth and 
death, 1820 and 1896. 
The panel on the right of the center 
one. next to that of the scholar, shows 
an open court in the foreground, with 
two ornamental jars of plants on each 
side. and, above, a picture of the his- 
toric incident at the battle of Zutphen, 
when Sir Philip Sidney gave the cup 
of water that he was about to drink to 
the wounded soldier, with the remark: 
“Thy necessity is still greater than 
mine.”’ The temporary inscription on 
this panel is from Cicero, and reads: 
“Nihil. est praeclarvs qvam de Respvb- 
lica bene mereri,’’ which has been 
translated: ‘‘Nothing is as honorable 
as to merit the gratitude of the Re- 
public.”” The panel on the other side 
of the center one has the same fore- 
ground as the one just described, 
while in the upper part of it is the 
scene showing St. Martin’ bestowing 
The inscrip- 
tion is a translation into Latin by Mr. 
Brimmer of a passage ina French life 
of St. Martin, purporting to be what 


life. he dedicated himself anew to the 
service of God. Mr. Brimmer’s Latin 
version is as follows: ‘Si tibi opvs est 
meo lobare non recvso laborem,” avwhich 
has been thus rendered into English: 
“If my labor can serve thee, I will 
never withhold it.”

THE EGYPTIAN. AT HOME. 


In Hoaspitality and Politeness He 
Stands Pre-eminent. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] The Egyptian 
of today may easily be surpassed in 
honesty, courage and the maniier vir- 
tues; yet in hospitality and politeness 
he stands preéminent. No Egyptian 
sits down to a meal without asking 
all passersby to partake of it; during 
his thirty days’ fast every year his 
doors are open to all, no introduction 
is needed: to the poor he gives un- 
grudgingly. 

Though allowed to have four wives, 
the Effendi is almost always a monoga- 
mist. Marrying early, he is, as a rule, 
a @ood husband and father, and fond 
of and kind to his children. 

To show the direction in which the 
ideas of marriage are setting, we may 
sav that one of the first teachers in 
Mohammedan law in Egypt some time 
ago laid down this’ maxim, that the 
provhet has allowed four wives to any 
man who would engage to love all four 
alike. but as he had never met any one 
eapable of doing so, he would recom- 
mend one wife as the interpretation of 
the prophet’s words. Indeed, the rela- 
tions of the wife so resent a man’s 
marrying again that it is hardly ever 
done. 

In abstinence from drinking to excess 
the whole Egyptian nation stands ,a 
head and shoulders above us. The hos- 
pitality of the sheikhs, or village head- 
men. is boundless, and takes the: shape 
of feasts. at°which Athelstane might 
have presided, and Cedric been enter- 
tained, and both found themselves at 
home. 

We have seen men sit down to a 

banauet of twenty-one heavy courses, 
where a huge turkey was the seven- 
teenth course, and the first course alone 
consisted of a whole . sheep, inside 
which awas a goose, -inside ‘that a 
chicken, then a pigeon, and finally’ an 
egg. which last was presented to the 
principal guests, as containing the es- 
sence of all. 
The weakest point of the Egyptian’s 
armor is his lack of courage, and very 
feeble idea of what fair play means. 
An Eeyptian Effendi, or man of the 
upper classes, told me with great sat- 
isfaction of a duel one of his, country- 
men had with an Italian, in which the 
chose clubs as the wapon to 
fight with, and then disabled the 
right hand of the Italian by a sudden 
blow before the duel had begun. He 
actually could see nothing to blame 
in his countryman, but rather com- 
mended his promptness in action. 

On the other hand, recent events in 
the Soudan have shown that the. Egyp- 
tian makes a good fighting man, pro- 
vided he has faith in his officers, and is 
not called upon to act for himself. He 
cannot take the initiative.

Chadwick lowered Brayden while his 
clothes were singing and his hair curl- 
ing with awful heat; lowered him un- 
til he could shout to men to make for 
No. 1 shaft. When Brayden joined the 
men below’ in escaping, Chadwick 
staggered into the open and fell pant- 
ing to the ground. 

It is said some fifty mules that have 
not seen the light of day for years 
were smothered in No. 6 shaft, show- 
ing the probable fate of the men had 
they remained. The loss by fire is esti- 
mated at $20,000.

Another effort was made yesterday to 
induce the Board of Public orks to 
recommend against the confirmation of 
the report of the commissioners for the 
opening of a‘ portion of Hoover street, 
but as no new reasons were presented, 
the board will adhere to its original in- 
tention to recommend that the protest 
be denied. The interested property- 
owners assert that they will take the 
matter to the courts, and by injunction 
prevent the Council from ordering the 
opening unless the assessments are 
made more equitable. 

In its efforts to prepare an ordinance 

prohibiting the bugle-blowing nuisance 
the Councilmen have found that it may 
be necessary to prohibit the playing of 
bands on the streets for advertising 
purposes. As it is not desired that the 
ordinance shall have such a wide scope 
the matter has been referred again to 
the City Attorney. 
_ The Finance Committee of the City 
Council will today consider the ordi- 
nance to raise the salaries of all chief 
deputies in the several city depart- 
ments. The matter of raising money 
to pay for the improvement of all the 
city bridges will also be considered. 

An apportionment of $35,000 was 
made by the City Auditor yesterday 
among the various funds from ¢the 
money collected during the past week 
as taxes. 

Last evening G. Compere left for San 
Francisco en route to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands to collect the parasites that are 
the enemies of the red gnd purple 
seales. While he has been sent by the 
Supervisors of this county, and the ex- 
penses of the trip will be borne by Los 
Angeles county, sevéfal other of the 
counties of Southern California are 
equally cursed with the purple and red 
scales, and will benefit by the impor- 
tation of the ‘‘chilocorus’’ into this 
county. Notwithstanding this fact, 
however, the Supervisors of the other 
counties would not codperate and bear 
their proportionate share of the ex- 
pense of sending a man to. the islands, 
and it is now intended to have the next 
Legislature reimburse Los Angeles 
county for the expense, which is, in 
reality, for the interest of the entire 
State. 

Suits,to recover damages from the 
street-railway companies are of com- 
mon occurrence, but yesterday J. Cook

TO DENY THE PROTEST. 


HOOVER STREET MATTER BEFORE 
THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS, 


Another Effort Made to Have the 
Commissioners’ Report Amended, 
Important Matters Before the 
Finance Committee — Another 
Large Apportionment. 


The matter of the opening of Hoover 
street between Washington and Bush 
streets was again before the Board of 
Public Works at its regular meeting 
yesterday morning. The members of 
the board and the commission against 
the confirmation of whose report such 
a vigorous protest has been filed, had 
visited the place the day before, and 
while they did not publicly announce 
their intentions in the matter, it be- 
came known that they contemplated 
recommending to the City Council that 
the protest be denied. This brought 
several of the protestants before them 
again yesterday morning, and the mat- 
ter was gone over again and again, the 
property-owners endeavoring to induce 
the board to recommend that their pro- 
test be sustained.

AGAINST BUGLE BLOWING. 


New Ordinance to Be Drafted 
Against That Nuisance. 

The members of the City Councif who 
desire to adopt an ordinance which will 
prohibit the blowing of bugles, the 
ringing of bells and the making of 


} other noises on the streets to attract 


attention to advertisements tacked to 
wagons, painted on horse blankets, or 
carried by hand, and this included 


nearly every member of the Council, 
have found it impossible to so frame 
such an ordinance without including 
in its provisions more than they desire 
to prohibit. The City Attorney has ad- 
vised the Council that if such an ordi- 
nance is prepared, it will be necessary 
to include bands of music in it, and 
this the Councilmen do not desire, for 
thew Met desire to prohibit the 
playing of bands on the streets, even 
for advertising purposes. The matter 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works at the last meeting of the 
Council, and that body was unable to 
decide what to do yesterday. After 
considering the matter for some time 
they prepared the following report on 
the matter: 

“In the matter of the ordinance re- 
ferred to this -board, regulating adver- 
tising upon the public streets, we rec- 
ommend that the ordinance be referred 
back to the City Attorney, with in- 
structions that he draft a new ordi- 
nance referring particularly to the 
ringing of belle and blowing of trum- 
pets upon the streets for advertising 
purposes,” 


MATTERS OF FINANCE. 


What the Council Finance Commit- 
mittee Will Consider Today. 


At the regular meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the City Council this 
morning, a number of important ma 
ters will be considered. Probably the 
most important of them is the question 
of raising the salaries of all the chief 
deputies in all the city departments. 
This matter caused quite a wrangle at 
the last meeting of the Council, and 
where the increase in only a few of 
the saldries was first intended, the 
matter resolved itself into a question of 
raising all the salaries of the chief 
deputies. .It is considered doubtful that 
the committee avill report favorably on 
the ordinance providing for this gen- 
eral increase. 

The estimate of the City Engineer of 
the cost of painting and repairing all 
the city bridges will also be considered 
by the Finance Committee. Some doubt 
has been expressed by members of 
the Council as to the ability of the 
city to raise the money for the pay- 
ment for this work, which the City 
Engineer recommended should be done 
by day labor under the direction of the 
proper officer of the city. The demand 
for services on account of care of the 
pesthouse during the time that a patient 
supposed to be afflicted with smallpox 
was confined there will also be consid- 
ered, and will certainly be allowed. 
The city allows $30 per month to Mr. 
Kays for the care of this place, and

New Sweeping Contract. 


The new street-sweeping contract be- 
tween the city and Franklin & Alex- 
ander, will go into effect a week from 
next Monday, November 21, and ip the 
mean time the city will provide itself

on the streets in the business section 
for * hand-sweeping. These hand- 
sweepers are to be appointed hefore the 
contract goes into effect, and the ap- 
plications for such employment have 
been numerous. The appointments are 
to be made with the approval of the 
members of the City Council. 


‘Lively Contest in Prospect. 

When the City Council advertises for 
bids for furnishing the city with five 
new steam fire engines, which it has 
been requested to do by the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, there will enSue 
a much livelier fight for the contract 
than has ever occurred when there was 
a purchase of fire hose. Nearly every 
hardware firm in the city has secured 
the temporary agency for some fire en- 
gine company, and the bids will be 
made in the names of these local firms. 


There are almost as many makes of 


fire engines in the market as of fire 
hose, and as such machines are not 
purchased every day, the rivalry over 
the sale of five of them in one contract 
promises to be intense. The «matter of 
advertising for the engines will come 
up in the City Council Monday. 


| Councilman Grider Improving. 

Councilman Grider, who has been 
confined to his home for the past three 
weeks by illness, is reported slowly 
improving, and expects to be able to 
come to the City Hall some time next 
week. He been’ suffering from 
muscular rheumatism and malaria. 


Must Act Promptly. 
In spite of the fact that the precinct 


‘committeemen of the several parties 


were notified several days ago to send 
in at once the names of the persons 
who are to act as election officers at 
the coming city election, a number of 
them have failed to do so. The ordi- 
nance calling the election must be 
passed by the City Council Monday, 
and it is important that the naines be 
sent in promptly, as the preparation of 
the ordinance will require some time. 
The names of the election officers must 
be incorporated in the ordinance, and 
there will be 672 such names. 


Will Meet Next Week. 

The special committee to whom was 
referred the matter of the alleged in- 
equalities in the assessments for the 
opening of the alley_in_ the block 
bounded by Fourth, Broadway, Fifth 
and Hill streets, by the City Council, 
has not been able to hold a meeting 
during the past week, but the members 
of the committee have been individu- 
ally looking into the matter in order to 
inform themselves as to the condition 
of property on that block. The matter 
has been. before the City Council many 
times, and there has been much objec- 
tion to the slowness with which the 
proceedings have progressed. Chair- 
man Baker of the committee stated 
yesterday that he would call a meet- 
ing of the committee early next week, 
giving due notice of the exact time, in 


‘order that interested property-owners 


may have an opportunity to appear at 
the meeting and make such statements 
as they may desire. 


Sunset Park Improvement. 


The property-owners who are ifiter- 
ested in the improvement of Sunset 
Park, which has been demanded by a 
number of them living in the vicinity 
of that park, are expected to meet 
the members of the Board of Park 
Commissioners when that body visits 
the park for the purpose of making an 
inspection Sunday afternoon. ‘The hour 
of the inspection of the place has been 
changed from 2 o’clock to 4 o’clock. 
For the purpose of improving this park 
$1000 was appropriated by the City 
Council more than a year ago, that ap- 
propriation being made a part of the 
annual apportionment of funds in 
1897. The money has never been used 


property-owners now demand of the 
city that it be used for the purpose for 
which it was appropriated. 


Another Large Apportionment. 

City Auditor T. E. Nichols yesterday 
made another large apportionment to 
the various city funds, dividing $35,000 
among them. This is one of the larg- 
est apportionments that has been made 
since the payment of the first install- 
ment’ of city taxes began. It will 
greatly reduce the deficits that have 
existed in some of the most important 
funds for the past two months. 

The payments of taxes have been 
much more rapid during the past three 
days than since the present collections 
began. Yesterday almost $10,000 was 
paid, and from now on until the time 
for payment without delinquency ex- 
pires it is expected that the collections 
will daily amount to more than that 
amount. 


Octoher License Collections. 

City Tax and License Collector John 
H. Gish has filed with the City Clerk 
his report to the City Council of the 
collections of licenses made by his de- 
partment during October. During that 
month*the collections amounted to 
$14,250.50. Licenses to the amount of 
$1027 were returned uncollected, and of 
these $807 worth of licenses were re- 
turned to the collector for another at- 
tempt to eollect them, the balance be- 
ing cancelled on account of mistakes 
made in issuing them, or because the 
persons who were expected to pay them 
have gone out of business.

DAMAGES CLAIMED. 


J. COOK BEGINS SUIT AGAINST THE 
PASADENA ELECTRIC LINE. 


Injured by a Cer at Marchessault 
and North Main Street, He As- 
sesses His Injuries at Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars, 


James Cook has begun a suit against 
the Los Angeles and Pasadena Rail- 
way Company to recover $25,000 for in- 
juries received. The accident alleged 
took place on August 9, 1898, at the 
crossing of Marchessault street -with 
north Main street. 

It is set forth by the plaintiff that 
while driving at the crossing indicated 
in a one-horse cart, one ‘of the defend- 
ants’ cars approached at a higher rate 
of speed than the eight miles an hour 
permitted by the city ordinance, and 
salso- without giving any warning by 
striking a gong of its approach. The 
electric car struck the vehicle in which 
Cook was riding, demolishing it and 
throwing plaintiff to the ground, He 
alleges that he remained unconscious 
for about five weeks, and was confined 
to bed for three months. While pre- 
viously a strong and vigorous man en- 
gaged in managing a factory business, 
Cook avers that he is now broken in 
health, with impaired eyesight, having 
to walk with the assistance of a stick, 
a persistent deafness, and an injured 
spine. . 

During the term of his sickness the 
plaintiff alleges that four physicians 
attended him, and that for their ser- 
vices as well as for nurses and medi- 
cine, he was out of pocket $550; also 
that by loss of three months’ time he 
was damaged to the extent of $1500, in 
addition to the actual injuries suffered 
in person, and for which he asks $25,- 
000 as damages. The plaintiff, on this 
basis, asks the judgment of the court 


for the aggregate sum of $27,050, with 
costs, 


THE RECEIVER HELD, 


Further Investigation Into the Cat- 
tle-raiding Cause} 

The examination of Harry Flournoy, 
the Pasadena butcmer, who is accused 
of being the receiver of the cattle 
stolen from the Vejar ranch, and, in- 
deed, the one who conceived the plan 
of systematically raiding the herds in 
the section of country around San Ga- 
briel, was concluded yesterday in the 
Township Court. 

Nick Miller, who acted as interpreter 
between Romaldo Lovez and Flournoy, 
gave his testimony, which was not of 
any great importance. The conversa- 
which he _ interpreted related 

erely to the condition of the cattle 
which Lonez had to sell, and nothing 
was said, according to the statements 
of witness, which was calculated to 
make him suspect that the transaction 
was other than a legitimate business 
sale. There being really nothing against 
Miller, he was discharged from custody 
yesterday. 

Romaldo Lopez, who turned State’s 
evidence against Flournoy, was to have 
been examined yesterday on two counts, 
of petty and grand larceny, but his 
examination was continued for two 
weeks. Lopez has stoutly maintained 
that his brother-in-law, Alvitres, was 
not concerned with him in the cattle 
raiding, but inasmuch as Alvitres an- 
swers the description of the man who 
accompanied Lopez, when he delivered 
the cattle at Flournoy’s corral at Old 
Mission, it is assumed that he is try- 
ing to shield ‘his relative and com- 
padre. In the hope that new evidence 
may be found that will reveal the ac- 
tual ramifications of the gang of cattle 
thieves, the case was continued. Mean- 
time, however, Flournoy was held to 
answer the charge preferred against 
him in the Superior Court, with bail 
set at $2500. 


A MINING CLAIM. 


A Conveyance Alleged Withont Hav- 
ing Title. 
A suit was filed yesterday by H. T. 
Wiggins against Abram Smith and F. 
M. Porter, to recover damages on a 
contract. 


On the last day of December of last 
year a contract was entered into, by 
virtue of which the defendants agreed 
to convey to the plaintiff, for $9000, lot 
2, the northerly part of lot 2, and the 
northerly part of lot 4, in section 5, 
T. 3 N., R. 15 W., comprising 90 acres 
of land. The land adjoins what are 
known as “Dunton’s claims,’ and is 
mineral-bearing land. On the day when 
the contract was drawn, plaintiff paid 
$500 on account ‘of the purchase price, 
and a few days later another sum of 
$500 was paid. The plaintiff then began 
to do certain development work on the 
newly-purchased property, but alleges 
that he discovered that the defendants 
had never been really the owners of 
the property and had no right or au- 
thority to convey the land to him. 

In the present action plaintiff alleges 


his having expended $1000 in improving 
the property, and for this amount, with 
the $1000 naid on account of the pur- 
chase, a judgment is now asked.

tional character as to provoke general 
comment in the court. 

It appeared that the parties to the 
suit were married in July 1883, there 
being two children:as a result of the 
union, Therese, a fourteen-year-old 
girl, is living with the mother, -and 
Hyacinthe, a nine-year-old boy, is be- 
ing képt at school at Watsonville by 
his mother. From the testimony it ap- 
peared that the husband had been cruel 
and overbearing for years, and in Fet- 
ruary, 1896, he made a calm and delib- 
erate attempt to kill his wife. On the 
16th of that month he made an attack 
upon his wife with a flat iron, but that 
merely simulated his anger, for he then 
drew his pistol, and aiming at his wife, 
fired. As she didn’t stand still, waiting 
to be killed, but closed with her hus- 
band, his aim was poiled, but the bul- 
let passed through Mrs. Forster's left 
hand, notwithstanding. Eventually,she 
succeeded in getting the pistol away 
from the husband, and he went away, 
but in a short time returned with an- 
other pistol. This time he threw his 
wife on the floor and repeatedly struck 
her in the face with his fist, and also 
with the pistol he held in his hand, and 
finally put the weapon close to her head 
and snapped it. Fortunately, the car- 
tridge did not explode at first, but it 
did eventually, and Mrs. Forster's life 
was spared only by reason of her turn- 
ing her head. The bullet grazed her 
right temple. By a great effort she re- 
leased herself, and ran out of the house. 
but was pursued. by her husband, who 
fired three shots at her as he ran. None 
of these shots were effective, but the 
husband overtook his wife on the street, 
and, throwing her violently to the 
ground, he again placed his pistol to 
her head and pulled the trigger. Again, 
too, the cartridges failed to explode, 
and he then gratified his malice by 
pounding her head on the iron rail of 
the street-car track. By this time, 
however, assistance had arrived, and 
the infuriated man was arrested. 

The experience that Mrs. Forster then 
went through laid her up in bed, and 
placed her under the physician's care 
for along period. Yesterday the plain- 
tiff’s little daughter corroborated the 
statements of her mother, and none of 
the evidence tended to show that the 
husband was insane, as might have 
been supposed. 

The decree of divorce was ordered by

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS, 


G. Compere Left Last Night for the 
Hawalian Islands. 

The appointment of some one to go 
to Hawali for the purpose of gather- 
ing the ‘‘chilicorus’ the parasite that 
has been found to be the enemy of the 
purple scale, has been hanging fire for 
some time. It was generally understood 
that George Compere would receive the 
appointment, inasmuch as the State 
horticultural authorities recommended 
him, and the County  Hofticultural 
Commissioners also favored his being 
sent. There was some opposition, how- 
ever. but it had no strength, and yes- 
terday the board adopted the following 
resolution: 

‘Whereas, the horticultural interests 
of the county are being greatly dam- 
aged by ¢he ravages of what are 
known as the purple and red scale, and 
whereas, it has come to our knowledge 
that a parasite for each of said in- 
sects can be obtained on the Hawaiian 
Islands, therefore, be it. 

“Resolved, that George Compere be, 
and is hereby employed by this Board 
of Supervisors to ‘proceed to said Ha- 
waiian Islands, and obtain for this 
county, and send or bring to this county 
a sufficient number of what he finds 
to be the most successful parasite for 
said insects to be found on said islands, 
to thoroughly establish them in this 
county. For which services the said 
Board of Supervisors will pay all of 
his traveling expenses, including a rea- 
sonable sum for board, and a monthly 
salary of $100 per month, from the 14th 
of November. 1898, until his¢return to 
Los Angeles, not to exceed six 
months.’”’ 

Last night Mr. Compere left on the 
north-bound train for San Francisco, 
and will leave for the islands on the 
steamer sailing on the 16th inst.

SURPLUS PRINTING. The election 
is over, and there now repose in the 
basement of the court, where the elec- 
tion supplies are stored, the supple- 
mental registers printed in excess of 
the county’s needs. It was found by 
County Clerk Newlin that 759 copies 
would suffice to supply every precinct 
and leave a surplus on hand for emer- 
gencies, but upon the mandamus pro- 
ceedings instituted by Palm & Co., the 
order was made by Judge Clark that 
the law must be complied with, and 3290 
registers were thereupon run off. There 
is now a pile 3 feet high, about 8 feet 
wide and 15 feet long of surplus regis- 
ters, blocking up space and awaiting 
a friendly fire.

UNION SAILORS’ BLUFF. 


SOUGHT TO PREVENT VESSEL SAII- 
ING FROM SAN PEDRO. 


Outwitted at Several Turns by the 
Agent of the Shipowners’ Asso- 
etation, Who Embarked a Crew 
in Spite of Thetr Beach Patrol. 
Violence Threatened, 


Matters at San Pedro between the 
Sailors’ Union and Shipowners’ AsSo- 
ciation have, during the past few 
days, approached an acute stage, very 
much resembling the situation during 
the union troubles a few years ago. 

The Sailors’ Union of the Pacific, as 
the organization is known, seeks to 
prevent the employment of seamen net 
members of the union. A considerable 
number of the vessels engaged in the 
coasting trade are what are called 
“union” vessels, and employ union 
crews. Many other coast vessels are 
controlled by the Shipowners’ Associa- 
tion of the Pacific Coast. The policy 
of the association is declared to be te 
employ seamen on its vessels irrespec- 
tive of whether they may be union oF 
non-union men, but without recognizing 
the union. The union has an agency 
at San Pedro, and the association fg 
represented at that port by J..W. Davia. 
On account of the union troubles of 
several years ago, owners have been 
discouraged in trying to ship crews 
from San Pedro and ship men for the 
round-trip voyage from the  norther 
ports. Not infrequently, however, it 
desired to ehip a crew from San Pe- 


dro. If it be a “union” vessel that 
wants a crew, the union agent is 
looked to to furnish it. If, on the 


other hand, it be an-association vessel 
that is in need of men, the association 
agent is expected to see that they are 
forthcoming. Sometimes captaing of 
other vessels apply to Mr. Davis for 
crews. When it is attempted to ship 
a non-union crew the union may be 
counted on to seek to prevent the ves- 
sel from getting away with anything 


. but a union crew. Then it is that the 


association agent sometimes musé 
needs plan shrewd devices to hire the 
men needed. embark them and get 
them out aboard the vessel in spite 
of union interference. 

It appears that the brig Tanner 
which has been owned and operated far 
many years by the W. H. Perry Lum- 
ber Company of this eity, arfa which 
has all along been what is known as 
a “union” vessel, recently had a 
change of ownership and management, 
which placed her, when in Sin 
cisco. under the control of Capt. 
Charles Nelson, one of the chief m 
of the Shipowners’ Association; an 
when at San Pedro the vessel still re- 
mained under the control of the local 
lumber company. About two weeks 
ago the vessel arrived at San Pedro, 
and after discharging cargo, it wag 
found that she would have to be seng 
to San Francisco to receive a new 


‘bowsprit. and other repairs. 


The captain applied to the union 
agent, asking that individual to furnish 
a crew. and, after considerable delay, 
was notified that the sailors would not 
be allowed to take the vessel up to 
San Francisco, on monthly wages, as 
is usual on coasting vessels, but would 
demand a lump sum of $40 per man 
for the service, which would bdecupy 
about ten days. This the captain re- 
fused, and gave the shipowners’ agent, 
J. W. Davis, an order for a crew, 
The union agent again opened negotia- 
tions. after a crew had been gatBe 
ered. and said he could let the men go 
for $20 each, and at the request of @ 
representative of the local owners, MF 
Davis called his contract off and 
squared accounts with his men. Sube- 
sequently, when the captain came te 
arrange with his men, the union 
agent renewed his demand for $40 per 
man. and declined to entertain any 
other proposition, whereupon the cap- 
tain declared all negotiations off and 
renewed his contract with Mr. Davis, 
which brought on trouble. 

The union men attempted to preveng 
by strategy the shipping of a crew, 
and failing. in that, they gathered ig 


force at the wharf and tried t@ 
frighten the men away. Deputy 
Sheriff Winther chased the union 


crowd away, and the crew was shipped 
at last. in spite of the threats of OF- 
sen’s crowd. The union sailors are out 
about $150. and have incurred the en- 
mity of shipowners who had employed 
them. 


AN HONEST MARINER. 


Sallor Johnson Settles for His Jag 
at Long Range. 

Aleck Johnson is an honest sailor 
map. It is true that he gets drunk 
when on shore leave, hut Justice 
Owens and his court clerk are fully 
convinced that his word is as good as 
his bond. Several days ago Johnson 
was arrested in this city for drunken 
ness. Justice Owens fined him $3, with 
the alternative of three days imprig- 
onment. Johnson did not have enougm 
money to pay his fine, and his ship was 
ready to sail from San Pedro next day, 
If he remained in jai! the ship would 
sail without him, and he would lose hig 
accumulated wages, about $60, and aif 
his clothes. He appealed to the courte 
to let him rejoin his ship. The court 
granted his request on condition that 
he would remit the amount of his ime 
by mail as soon as he drew his pay, 
Johnson solemnly promised that Be 
would do so. He was allowed to depart 
in peace, and it was supposed that, 
once aboard his ship, Johnson woulé 
sail away over the raging main withe 
out ever bothering his head 
about his obligation to the Los i 
Police Court. Byt Sailer J is not 
built that way. The .mail rrom San 
Pedro yesterday brought Clerk Kinsey 
a postal money order for $3, sent By 
Johnson in liquidation of his fine. Joha- 
son will be dealt with leniently should 
he ever get drunk again in Los At- 
geles, for such honesty deserves to $@ 
rewarded.

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

The monthly summary of our ex 
ports and imports, just issued by the 
Treasury Department of Statistics, 
covering the first nine months of the 
present calendar year, shows a reduc- 
tion of $113,000,000 in our imports, and 
an increase of $123,000,000 in our ex- 
portsior the period named. Our exports 
to Europe were increased from $568,- | 
$05,159 to $666,986,539, while our im- 
ports from Europe were decreased 
from $332,394,984 to $240,863,714. Our 
exports to North America increased 
from $94,862,860 to $1.08,931,837, and 
our imports declined from $84,511,466 
to $76,048,519. In our trade with 
South America there was an increase 
in our exports from $24,871,545 to $25,- 
323,942, while our imports decreased 
from $78,656,642 to $63,513,873. 

The only increase noted is in our 
trade with Asia and Oceanica, where 
our exports for the nine months in- 
ereased from $45,784,340 to $54,495,383, 
and our imports increased ‘from $85,- 
004,867 to $88,259,960.. This increase, 
it is explained, is due principally to 
an increase in imports of raw silks 
for use in factories in the United 
States. . Our sales of merchandise to 
Africa aggregated $13,555,075, as com- 
pared to $11,934,338 ‘for the corre- 
sponding period of 1897; while our 
purchases from Africa decreased from” 
$8,186,980 to $6,674,827. 

These figures are chiefly interest- 
ing as showing the falsity of the often 
reiterated free-trade assertion that mY 
protective tariff “shuts in exports 
and shuts out imports.” That a pro- 
tective tariff restricts imports is an 
undeniable fact. To restrict imports, 
for the benefit of American producers, 
is one of the purposes of a protective 
tariff. But the general increase of 
our exports under the Dingley law is 
proof conclusive that a_ protective 
tariff does not necessarily decrease 
the volume of our exports. 

The simple truth of the matter fs | 
that the volume of our exports has 
little or no relation to the volume of 
our imports or to tariff laws. The 
outside world buys American products 
because it needs them, not as a mat- 
ter of charity, nor as a compliment 
to the United States and its people. 
international trade is not, as the 
disciples of Ricardo, Adam Smith, and 
Richard Cobden would have us believe, 
& mere swapping of mules or other 
merchandise. The volume of our 
exports is dependent upon the re- 
quirements of our foreign customers, 
and upon their financial ability to 
Satisfy those requirements. In the 
same manner, our imports are large 
Or small in proportion to our needs, 
bur ability to supply them, and the 
amount of tariff duty which we levy 
mt the port of entry. If the duty be 
High enough to be _ protective the 
volume of imports is restricted and 
he deficiency caused by the decreased 
imports is supplied by American pro- 
@ucers, to the benefit and advantage 
of American workingmen. This 18 
precisely what has happened in the 
present case, under the Dingley law. 
Dur decreased imports during the first 
mine months of the present fiscal year 
Bave resulted in a corresponding in- 
rease in the products of our manu- 
factories, and American industries 
Mave been benefited accordingly.

A PEACEFUL CONQUEST. 
‘While the United States has been 
conquering Spain’s American colonies 
by force of arms, a scarcely less note- 
worthy, though entirely peaceable 
American conquest of a Spanish- 
American country has been going on 
within the confines of our neighbor- 
ing republic on the south. Reports 
from Mexico all agree that the Ameri- 
canizing of that country is proceeding 
at a rate that is nothing less than re- 
markable, American capital is flow- 
ing into Mexico to buy farms and Cat- 
tle ranches, operate mines and build 
factories. Large companies are being 


ternrises of all descriptions. Many 
ction factories have been built by 
Americans who, at present, import 
half the raw cotton they use from 
the United States. The Mexicans are 
grent admirers of American machin- 
ery, which is being imported into 
that country in large quantities. 

‘There has even been a revolution in 
the financial methods of Mexican 
merchants during the past few years, 
which European dealers had been un- 
able to effect in a century. -Mexican 
merchants no longer ask nine and 
twelve months time on their bills, 
but are learning to pay in thirty days, 
or to take a discount in ten days. 

Mexico, under the benevolent des- 
potism of President Diaz, is very 
fiourishing. Diaz is an enlightened 
man, and knows just how much lib- 
erty may safely be permitted to the 
Mexicans, in their present stage of de- 
velopment. He is a friend of educa- 
tion. Even the police force of the 
City of Mexico -is now taught to speak 
English, and prizes are given to those 
most proficient. 
It. looks probable that, within a 
decade, the republic of Mexico will be 
as thoroughly Americanized as Ari- 
zona and New Mexico are today. 


INJUSTICE TO THE UNEMPLOYED. 
A few weeks ago a’ couple of boys 
who were on their way from Los An- 
geles to Redlands in search of em- 
ployment, had the temerity to sleep in 
an empty box car in Pasadena, being 
without means to pay for sleeping ac- 
commodations. They were promptly 
arrested by an officious constable and 
sentenced to a term in jail. This week 
a young man who had been working 
steadily for some time, but was tem- 
porarily out of a job, feeling tired 
through his tramp in search of work, 
stopped to rest in a hay stack. 
was arrested, taken to the City Jail 
and booked as a vagrant. After hear- 
ing the evidence the Justice at once 
dismissed the case. If we hear much 
more of this sort of thing, it will 
certainly lend some weight to the ar- 
guments of those who claim that a 
poor man has no right to live in the 
United States. As we recently ob- 
served, it is time for a féw Justices, 
with backbones, to sit down hard on 
Constables who make a practice of uar- 
resting men for the sake of the fees 
which they earn thereby. 


THE “RIGHTS OF STRIKERS. 

It appears to be-rather late in the 
day for the courts to define the rights 
of striking employés, in influencing 
the action of others, considering the 
numerous strikes that have taken 
place in this country during the past 
few years, and the litigation to which 
they have given rise. Such a decision 
was, however, recently asked for from 
the United States Circuit Court, at 
Cleveland, O. An _ application was 
made for an injunction to prevent the 
striking employés of a corporation 
from interfering with other operatives 
employed by the company The sit- 
ting Judge granted an injunction, in 
an opinion in which he laid down the 
doctrine that the right to labor is not 
only a right of property, but a right 
of liberty, which is enjoyed by the 
citizen as his birthright, and that one 
of the most important rights of labor 
is that of an unobstructed access to 
the place where the labor is to be 
performed. The injunction in terms 
restrained the strikers from interfer- 
ing in any manner with the operation 
of the company’s plant, and from mo- 
lesting or intimidating or threatening 
those desiring to work at the mills, 
and from congregating and picketing 


for the purpose of intimidation. 


This decision is not only. good law, 
but good sense.

An Associated. Press dispatch from 
Washington announces that Represen- 
tative Warren B. Hooker of New York, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors, will resign from 
Congress, and that he will probably 
be succeeded as chairman 6f the com- 
mittee by Representative Cooper of 
Wisconsin.

He lent it material aid, by a 
strong and well-timed speech, when 
the bill was before the Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors, at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. | Mr. Cooper’s 
speech undoubtedly had much to do 
with the retention in the Sundry Civil 
Bill of’ the appropriation of $400,000 
for the first year’s work on the San 
Pedro Harbor. For this Southern 
California esteems Mr. Cooper highly, 
and wishes him all success. 
If Mr. Cooper be made chairman of 
the Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors he will have many opportunities 
to confer benefits upon the West, and 
he will no doubt improve those oppor- 
tunities so far as is practicable, and

A ROPEFUL OUTLOOX. 


| Henry Clews, in his financial review. 


for the week ended November 5, notes 
the fact that merchants from. the 
Western States, in New York on busi- 
ness missions, “have caught a boom- 
ing tone, and are full of hopeful ex- 
pectations.” The industries of the 
West, he declares, are in a much more 
prosperous condition than those of the 
Eastern and Middle States, owing vo 
a tendency “to produce at home more 
of articles which’ have hitherto been 
supplied from the manufacturing sec- 
tions.” Referring to the ease of the 
money market, Mr. Clews says: 

“The ease of money in the agricul- 
tural States is something remarkable 
for this season of the year. At some 
of the centers, the rate of interest is 
even lower than. at New York. This 
is in a large measure attributable to 
the unusual amount of money that has 
been distributed through the importa- 
tions of gold and to the expansion of 
the bank-eirculation attendant on the 
issues of bonds in connection with the 
war loan. Equally, perhaps, the ease 


is a consequence of the large liquida- 


tions of farm mortgages from the pro- 
ceeds of the liberal yields and higher 
prices for grain derived from the crops 
of last year and this; the result of 
which is to swell the idle balances 
of the banks and produce a flush con- 
dition in financial circles. This po- 
sition of affairs at the West is likely 
to cause an important increase, hence- 
forth, in the deposits of the interior 
banks with their agents in this city; 
and it would ‘not be surprising if the 
consequences should appear in an ex- 
traordinary expansion of the New 
York reserves and very low rates of 
interest during the winter months.” 


President Masso of the Cuban pro- 
visional government, shows some of 
the qualities of a diplomat. In his 
letter to President McKinley, just 
made public, he speaks wisely of the 
“arduous and difficult task of estab- 
lishing in Cuba a firm and stable gov- 
ernment,” and of “sustaining and aid- 
ing the policy of the American gov- 
ernment,” but refrains from saying 
that all he wants of the United States 
is the use of its military forces 10 
carry out his wishes as the head of 
the Cuban government. 


_ A dispatch .from St. Petersburg 
states that the Russian papers openly 
denounce the proposal of the United 
States to annex the Philippine Is- 
lands, and suggest that Russia should 
join Germany in a refusal to acquiesce 
in American annexation. Talking of 
European nations, it may be remarked 
that Great Britain would doubtless be 
delighted to have a chance to exer- 
cise its big naval force, which has 
been rusting for some years for want 
of employment.

A MODEL CAMP GROUND. | 


AGRICULTURAL PARK NOW READY 
FOR THE SEVENTH, 


The Boys Will Begin Camp Life 
Again This Morning and Be Mus- 
tered Out in Ten Days or Two 
Weeks, 


This morning at 8 o'clock the Los 
Angeles companies belonging to th: 
Seventh California Regiment, U.5S.V.. 
will assemble at the Armory, corne: 
of Eighth and Spring streets. They wil 
then, in heavy marching order, b. 
marched to Agricultural Park, where 
the regiment will go into camp for a 
pertod of ten days or two weeks, pend- 
ing the time it is to be mustered ou: 
of Uncle Sam's service. The city com- 
panies, accompanied by the one from 
Pasadena, will be the first on the 
ground, but every train arriving here 
up to 2 p.m. will bring others, which 
are to be marched directly to the camp- 
ground and assigned quarters. The’ 
regiment will be composed of nearly 
twelve hundred men and officers, and 
will be under command of Col. John R 
Berry, with Capt. Sedgwick Pratt. 
U.S.A., as mustering-out officer. It is 
not thought that a dress parade. will 


pams reach here in time to besome 
eetiled in their quarters, it may take 
place at 6 o’olock.. General orders will 
be issued some time this afternoon, 
giving the routine duties to be per- 
formed and telling the public the days 
and hours when they will be admitted. 
The camp will be under strict military 
discipline. Capt. Pratt thinks the men 
are very lucky in having such com- 
fortable quarters ‘as have been pro- 
vided for the regiment. 

On entering the park at the main 
entrance, on the right, are the two 
hospital tents, in charge of Chief Sur- 
geon Major Choate and assistants. The 
pavilion in front of the main entrance 
and adjoining the track north of the 
clubhouse has been fitted up as a bar- 
racks, containing bunks to accommo- 
date 50& men. The bunks are in sections. 
twelve in each, the bunks being 9x12 
feet each, and accommodating eighteen 
men to a section. The pavilion south 
of the grandstand has been housed in 
and bunks erected, and this will ac- 
commodate 400 more. Continuing down 
the line to the southern extremity of 
the racing stables, provisions have been 
made for 400 more men and officers in 
the box stalls. These quarters are in 
rows B, C, D, E and F, and contain 
in all seventy-five stalls. These nave 
been thoroughly cleaned and white- 
washed and new floors have been laid. 
In row D the officers of the regiment 
will be quartered, although it had been 
arranged to have Capt. Pratt and Col. 
Berry room at the clubhouse, yet they 
said if the stells were good enough for 
the men, they wanted one too. Through- 
out the entire camp new electric-light 
wires have been strung, giving suffi- 
client lighting facilities everywhere. 

Underneath the grandstand, where 
betting is alway carried on, W. A. 
Kelley, who has the contract for feed- 
ing the men during camp, has stretched 
long tables and has a seating capacity 
of 600 men at one time. At the north 
end, the cookroom with its large range 
and six gasoline stoves has been ar- 
ranged, and with A. Melsted as chef, 
the boys will have no reason to com- 
plain of the food provided. : 

It has aboyt been decided to call the 
camp “Camp Pratt,” in honor of the 
mustering-out officer from the regular 
army. The general opinion is, amone 
those who have seen the grounds and 
provisions made for the regiment, that 
it will be one of the best and most 
acceptable camps inaugurated since the 
war commenced. It has everything to 
commend it—water, sewerage, ample 
barracks and tent room, alo a spacious

S$ Angeles. ‘‘They are alive to the situa- 
tion,” he.said, ‘‘and propose to avail them- 
selves of the advantages offered by the new 
line for direct business with the Orient.

HANCOCK TALKS FREELY OF HIS 
TROUBLES. 


Tries ta Implicate Mrs. Gross in His 
Crimes—Says She Stole a Revol- 
ver and Dress Skirt in Nevada, 
Carried Joe Shelton from San 
Bernardino to Pahrump. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 11. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] John Hancock, the alleged mur- 
derer of Dr. George Engelke and Pete Edmis- 
ton, now in the County Jail here, in his 
efforts to implicate Mrs. Gross,~his former 
mistress, in some of his past crimes, and get 
her in jail with him, has made another state- 
ment, which throws more light on the mat- 
ter. He was visited at the jai! this morning 
before he had risen from his hammock in 
his narrow quarters. His almost solitary con- 
finement has commenced to have its effect 
upon the prisoner. and he is glad to talk. 
When questioned as to the truthfulness of 
his confession made to a-visitor to the jail 
yesterday, in regard to managing a gang of 
thieves with Mrs. Gross at El Modelia three 
years ago, he said it was all true; that the 
woman would never let him stop stealing, 
an@ that she had gotten him into trouble a 
numberof times. After he had finished abus- 
ing the woman for that, his conversation 
drifted onto thé trip across the Nevada Des- 
ert, on which he is-accused of committing the 
double murder. He said it was a wonder 
had not been accused of kiliing the man whom 
he took from San Bernardino to Pahrump, 
Nev., and who has since disappeared. When 
asked who the man mentioned was, he said 
his first name was Joe, that he had forgot- 
ten his last name, but that he was married 
and his wife lived in Calaveras county. Han- 
cock said that after they arrived at Pahrump 
Joe and himself secured employment on a 
farm and Mrs. Gross went to work in the 
farmhouse, but that the woman got so tough 
he was discharged on her account. He stated 
that she drank and caroused with men’ of 


the town and etole a pistol from one of them, — 


beside a dress skirt from one of the women in 
the house where she had been employed. 

After they were driven out of Pahrump Han- 
cock sai@ he and the woman started for Salt 
Lake City, leaving their fellow traveler, Joe, 
still at work on the farm, but that he fol- 
lowed them a few days later with another 
man on foot. He first suggested that they 
might have perished on the desert, and then 
added with a sneer that he might have killed 
them, too. 

When it was suggested to him that Joe and 
his foot companion might have killed the vet- 


-erinary surgeon and his driver, he said he 


thought not, that Joe was a nice-appearing 
fellow, and he did not think he would do 
anything of that kind. 

The man Joe, whom Hancock speaks of, was 
undoubtedly Joe Shelton, and his companion 
was Edgar Ross, as mentioned in the infor- 
mation from Pahrump, which was published 
in last Sunday’s Times.. 

When asked why he did not try to impli- 
cate the woman in 
saw he wes going to be cinched for that, he 
said that nothing of the kind ever happened, 
that he never even saw the men, much less 
knew them. Upon being questioned as to 
how the woman had become so familiar with 
the two men, he said she got acquainted with 
every one, and had probably met them when 
they: lived at Riverside or Perris. 

Charles Knox, the man mentioned by Han- 
cock in his confession of yesterday, as being 
a member of his El Modena gang of thieves, 
was arrested at the Santa Fé oil wells by 
Constable Pendergast of Fullerton yesterday, 
and brought to the Santa Ana jail today. 
He refuses to talk, any more than to say he 
does not know anything about the crime of 
which he is accuser. He and Hancock have 
had little to say to one another. — 

Hancock’s assertion that he never saw En- 
gelke and Edmiston is evidently untrue, for 
the manager of the ranch at Pahrump says 
he saw Hancock leave Pahrump in company 
with the two men and start on the road to 
Utah. Hancock told the manager that the 
two men were traveling in the direction he 
intended to take, and he would go along with 
them. ncock’s confession of being the 
head of a band of thieves who operated in 
four of the counties of Southern California a 
few years ago, has brought him several in- 
terested callers today, one of whom, Mrs. 
Carter, is supposed to be the wife of one of 
the men named by Hancock as his accom- 
plice in burglaries. The woman appeared un- 
nerved, and when refused permission to see 
Hancock became quite agitated. This woman 
came here three years ago from the East, 
claiming to be the wife of R. Teel at New- 
port Beach, who was about to marry a re- 
spectable young lady. Her story, while de- 
nied by Teel, broke off the match. The 
woman remained here, finally marrying a man 
named Carter, whom the officers now want..
